SENATE. 

The bill providing for additional surgeons 
for the army was taken up with the amend- 
ment from the House abolishing brigade, 
surgeons, was referred to the Military Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Howe, from the Conference Commit- 
tee, on the hill making appropriations for 
certain bounties, made a report. The Vice- 
President called attention to fhet that 
the Conference Committee had altered the 
text of the bill. Strict Parliamentary rule 
requires that a Conferedee Committee can 
only report on the disagreeing rate of the 
two Houses. If such a rule aa altering the 
text of the bill were allowed, it would lead 
to very bad results on important bills — 
such as opposition bills. 

One o’clock having arrived, the naval 
appropriation bill was taken np ; the ques- 
tion ^ing in the Senate, concerning the 
amendment offered by Mr. Wilaon, of Mass., 
that no persons held to service or labor 
(called slaves) shall be employed in the navy 



McCxilLAir’S HKADQUAnTERS, 1 

Saturday Evining, June 14th. j 

The rebels, yesterdy, after driving from 
Old Church a sqadron of the 6th cavalry, 
proceeded to Garlick’s Landing, on the Pa- 
tnunkey river, about 4 miles above the 
White House, where they burnt two schoon- 
ers and some wagons, and drove off the 
mules. Their conduct is represented as 
barbarous, having killed several of our 
teamsters without any necessity. Those 
who failed to make their escape were taken 
prisonnrs. From there they proceeded to 
Tunsball’s Station, four miles from White 
Houso, with the view of burning th^ Rail- 
road bridge. A train which was passing 
down at the time was fired into, killing two 
and wounding several. A Colonel belong- 
ing to the Excelsior Brigade was then taken 
prisoner, but succeeded in escaping during 
the fight. 

A paymaster jumped from the train and 
hid in the woods until morning, leaving 
$120,000 in the oars. The train never stop- 
ped, but passed on to White Honse. After 
destroying the telegraph wires they pro- 
ceeded to Ball to cross near New Kent C. 
H., on the way to Richmond, crossing the 
Chickahominy between Bottom bridge and 
James river about 2 o’clock this morning. 
The forces that accomplished this was com- 
posed of 1,500 cavalry and 6 pieces of ar- 
tillery, nnder Oen. Stuart, most of whom 
were residents of this locality and know 
the road. At Old Church the rebels had in 
reserve six regiments of infantry with ar- 
tillery as soon as the facts were known. 
Pursuit by the cavalry was immediately 
ordered, but the enemy having had much of 
a start, only five were captured. 

Several arrests have been made to-day of 
citizens within our lines on suspicion of 
giving information to the enemy. 

A Richmond paper states that 8,000 pris- 
oners taken by Gen. Jackson from General 
Banks left on Wednesday for Salisbury, N. 
C. It also states that of 742 of our wound- 
ed that fell into their hands at the battle of 
Fair Oakes, nine have since died, and the 
balance are in the Liberty prison hospital. 

MrMPnis, Jnne 16. 

Col. Slack’s order, suppressing the cir- 
culation of Confederate treasury notes, and 
requiring persons to receive permits to pass 
the guards aroqnd the city, has produced 
great excitement, ^he papers devote long 
^itorials on the former subject. The Ar- 
gus deprecates the haste with which the or- 
der has been issued, but says it will ulti- 
mately call out the boarded currency which 
has been idle for some months. 

The Avalanche trusts the order will be 
modified as it ccmflicts with exercised views 
of Col. Fitch in his interview with the bank- 
ers of the city. 

A woman, dressed mens’ apparel, was ar- 
rested as a spy yesterday; she represents 
herself as having been in the Confederate 
service under Gen. Polk. 

Seventy-four Confederate officers and sol- 
diers took the oath on Saturday. 

The following is from the Vicksburg 
News of the 12th: 

Gen. Breckinridge arrived yesterday. — 
Seven of the enemy's gunboats were en- 
gaged in shelling Grand Bluff, all yester- 
day, the result is unknown. 

Oen. Butler arrested Dr. Stqne at New 
Orleans, and lodged him in jail, at Jackson, 
with his limbs shackled and torn. 

We learned the Confederates, last week, 
secured the New Orleans, Opeluses & Great 
Western Railroad from the enemy, taking 
several officers and private prisoners ; two 
trains were taken near Brasier City, all the 
Federals aboard were captured; our men ran 
the train to Algiers and cut the line to 
prevent the enemy from getting out; they 
can soon repair it. 

Late New Orleans papers contain partic- 
ulars of hanging of a man named Milford, 
condemned by the military committee, of 
tearing down the American flag on the 4tb 
of April.

Eight ef her crew jumped overboard from 
the State of Georgia, and tried to escape, 
but were recaptured, and the crowd which 
was collected to receive them were shelled 
by Victoria, dispersing them.
